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O (57) Abstract: An adaptive filtering device and method where at least one adaptive filter receives an input signal and a metering 
device receives an output of the at least one adaptive filter, monitors a characteristic of the output, such as power of high-frequency 
components, and forwards a correction signal in a feedback loop to adjust the characteristic of the at least one filter in order to 
change the characteristic of the output- An adaptive filtering device (200) and method where two low>pass FIR filters (202, 204) 
receive an input signal, a weighted adder (206) receives outputs from the two low-pass FIR filters and changes a weighting of each 

Q to produce filtered output data, and a controller (208) that receives a cutoff frequency (203), supplies the cut-off frequency to the 
two low-pass FIR filters, and supplies a signal to the weighted adder for varying the weighting of each of the low-pass FIR filters to 
switch therebetween. 
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
